Following are the charges in full preferred against Chief of Detectives 
Slaughter by Chief Manly and served on him yesterday: 

City of Atlanta, Fulton County, Georgia.—W. P. Manly, Chief of police of said city, 
acting in his official capacity for the gool of said city, prefers the following charges 
@gainst Bradley Slaughter, captain detailed in charge of the detective force, to-wit: 

1. SAID BRADL*Y SLAUGHTER HAS BEEN VFGUILTY OF VIOLATIONS OF THE 
RULES AND REGULATIONS OF THE POLICE DEPARTMENT OF THE CITY OF 
ATLANTA. 

2, SAID BRADLEY SLAUGHTER HAS BEEN GUILTY OF INSUBORDINATION. 

2. SAID BRADLEY SLAUGHTER HAS BEEN GUILTY OF THE LEGAL OF FENSC 
OF MISDEMEANOR. 

SPECIFICATIONS UNDER CHARGE NO. 1. 

(a) Said Slaughter has in violation of Rules 34 and 35, persistently failed to report 
to the chief of police, violations of the rules and regulations by his subordinates, which 
were within his knowledge, said violations of the rules and regulations having been corn- 
mitted by T. C. Conn, a member of said detective force, under said Slaughter, who on 
frequent and divers occasions, under the orders of said Slaughter, abs«nted himself from 
the city of Atlanta, receiving pay therefor from persons by whom he was unlawfully em- 
ployed, in the knowledge of said Slaughter, and also receivirg pay for the time so spent 
by him out of the city, f-om the city of Atlanta, with the knowledge and connivance of 
said Slaughter; the dates of said Conn’s absences and misconduct as aforesaid, under tha 
direction and known to said Slaughter, being during the months of December, 1897, Jan- 
uary and February, 1898, and divers other times. 

(b) Said Slaughter has failed to report to the chief of police, violations of the rules 
and regulations by Officers Looney and Hewitt, members of the detective force, who un- 
lawfully worked up evidence in a divorce case for one McCartney, under the orders of 
said Slaughter, contrary to the rules and regulations, the same being known to said 
Slaughter and concealed as aforesaid by him from the chief of police, said work having 
been done during the month of -——, 1899, and at @ivers other times, which conduct was in 
Violation of rules 34 and 35 and other rules. 

fc) Said Slaughter has failed and refused to report to the chief of police and others 
Violations of the rules and regulations by other officers known to him, and which it was 
his duty to report under rules 34 and 35 and other rules. 

(d) Said Slaughter has failed to make a daily record of all the transactions in his 
department in the book of the chief of police, as required by rule 24. 

(e) Said Slaughter has failed to make a daily morning report of all the work per- 
formed by the detective department, to the chief of police, as required by rule 34. 

(f) Said Slaughter has failed to make copies of the daily repdrts made to him by 
each member of his department, and to transmit the same to the chief. of police, together 
with his daily report as required by rule 35. 

(g) Said Slaughter has failed to keep on file all communications coming into his 
department, and has failed to submit the same to the chief of police for information as 
to the work being done by the detective department, in violation of rule 239. 

(h) Said Slaughter has failed to keep a close watch over his men, and to report all 
time lost by them, and see to it that all lost time is deducted from the pay roll, in viola- 
tion of rule 4 

(1) Said Slaughter has detailed officers under him for the performance of duties for 
other than citizens, without permission from either the chairman or the board of police 
commissioners, he having as aforesaid, ordered said Officer Conn to do work for one 
Twiggs, of Augusta, in the city of Macon and elsewhere, and having ordered Officers 
Loaney and Hewitt to do work in the city of Atlanta for one McCartney, of Ohio, with- 
out permission; and having at divers times, at the instance of divers other persons, de- 
tailed divers other officers in the same unlawful way, in violation of rule 45. 

(j) Said Slaughter received from one Twiggs, of Augusta, $97.92 reimbursement for 
ex oenses alleged to have been incurred by him in connection with his official services, 
without the approval of the board of police commissioners, and without having furnished 
a report in writing of the nature and extent of the services so rendered, and a detailed 
ac:ount of the expenses so incurred, in violation of rule 100. 

(k) Said Slaughter recived from one McCartiey, the sum of $50 under the pretense 
that same was compensation for services rendered or reimbursed for expenses incurred 
by him in connection with his official services, without the approval of the board of po- 
lice commissioners, and without having furnished to said board a report in writing of 
the nature and extent of services so rendered, and a detailed account of expenses so 
incurred, in violation. of rule 100. 

IN VIOLATION OF RULE 116, SAID BRADLEY SLAUGHTER HAS WILFULLY DE- 
PARTED FROM THE TRUTH IN THE FOLLOWING INSTANCES AND IN VARIOUS 
OTHER WAYS AND INSTANCES. 

Said Slaughter did on October 6, 1898, swear before Harvey Hatcher, Jr., Notary Pub- 
lic, Fulton County, Georgia, as follows: 

Question—Did you or not, lend your assistance or the assistance cf the force under 
you, to McCartney tn this case? 

Answer-I did, with instructions from a superior officer. 

Q.—What officer? 

A.—The chairman of the board of police commissioners. 

@.—What is his name? 

A.—W. H. Patterson. 

All of said answers of said Slaughter were wilfully false. 

In further violation of said rule, said Slaughter stated to the chairman of the board 
of police commissioners and others, that he, said Slaughter, was authorized by the chair- 
man of the board of police commissioners to detail Detective Looney and Detective Hew- 
itt to work for said McCartney tin said divorce case, said statement made” to the 
chairman of the board of police commission?@rs and others, having been wilfully false. 

In further violation of said rule, said Slaughter reported to W. P. Manly, chief of po- 
lice, and W. H. Patterson, chairman of the board, and to George E. Jchnson, vice chair- 
man of the board, and to others, and stated to/them that Officer Conn had not been to 
Macon at all in connection with the work dona for Twiggs, of Augusta, as aforesaid, 
which statement and report were wilfully false. 

In further violation of said rule, said Slaughter wilfullv-and=knowingly made a false 
report to one Twiggs, of Augusta, as to the amount of expenses incurred in doing the 
work for Twiggs as aforesaid. 

SPECIFICATIONS UNDER CHARGE NO. 2. 
(a) Said Slaughter has been ordered and tnstructed by the chief of police, his superior 


officer, to report to him all the doings of the detective department, and has failed to do 
60 in disobedience of said order 


(b) Said Slaughter has violated the police regulations, which are orders to the officers 


expressed on page 64 of the rules and regulations, by working and having work done by 
the men under him, in the civil cases herein before named, and in other civil cases, 


(c) Said Slaughter has in violation of orders, had the work done as hereinbefore de- 


tailed, in the divorce cases named, and in other divorce cases. 


SPECIFICATIONS UNDER CHARGE NO. 3. 
(a) Said Slaughter has by connivance with T. G. Conn, and by deceitful means and 


in 


doing the work for one Twiggs, of Augusta, hereinbefore alluded to, cheated and defraud- 
ed said Twiggs of $97.92. or other large sum. 


(b) SAID SLAUGHTER HAS FURTHER, BY DECEITFUL MEANS AND ARTFUI

It is also the black belt toa greal ex- 
tent. There is hardly a county in its 
scope where the blacks do not out- 
number the whites. In spite of this, 
the friction between the two races 
not appreciable. There have hbeaqn 
fewer crimes and fewer lynchines than 
in anv other part of the state. When 
has a lynching been heard of in Wilkes, 
Hancock, Putnam. Jasper, Monroe, Up- 
in Morgan. Baldwin, Jones, 
and other counti@s contiguous to those 
through which we have run our im- 
aginary line? <A white man was 
lvnched in Talbot some years ago. 

Now, how is the absence of friction 
between the races in this territory to 
be accounteyl for? We can only haz- 
ard a few One, if not the 
main reason, is that the whites of this 
belt understand the negroes: better. An- 
reason that the negroes of 
this belt are of the highest types of 
the race, There are several distinct 
tribes among them, but the prevailing 
type in color is not jet black, but dark 
brown. There are to be found some 
Arabs and Abyssinians who have not 
lost their physical characteristics, but 
the Guinea negro, with the flat nose. 
thick lips and protrudine countenance 
is conspicuous by his absence. Ile is 
seen occasionally, but the negreos na- 
tive to the region are of a different of- 
der. 

llowever, whatever the reason mav 
be, it is a fact that there have berm 
fewer crimes by negroes and less friec- 
tion between the races in the region 
we have attempted to outline than in 
any other part of the state. The ne- 
eroes are more contented there. the ties 
that bind them to their homes are 
stronger, and they do not flit to and 
fro from county to county. Where 
they live. their ereat-grandfathers 
lived, and so it is with a majority of 
the whites.

CONGRESS CAN 
SUPPRESS TRUSTS 


Attorney General Griggs Gives His 
Opinion Uneficially. 


REPLIES TO GOV. PINGREE 


Declares He Never Decided Congress 
To Be Impotent in the Matter. 


DEPARTMENT HAS SUED COMBINES 


The Attorney General Says He Never 
Did and Never Could Render 
Such a Decision. 


Washington, September 26.—Attorney 
teneral Griggs has written the following 
reply to a letter recently received by him 
from Governor Pingree, of Michigan: 

“T am in receipt of your letter of the 
2lst instant, asking me to st@d you a 
copy of my opinion to the effect that un- 
der the constitution of the United States 
congress cannot enact a law which would 
be effective in suppressing trusts, s0- 
called.

I beg to say I have never 
officially or unofficially, 
any opinion of this kind. On the con- 
trary, this department has been engaged 
in bringing numerous sults in the United 
courts under the Sherman act of 
1890, entilted an act to ‘Protect 
and commerce against unlawful 
restraints and monopolies,’ in several of 
which cases notorious@y that against the 
Transmississippi Freight Association, 166 
U. &.. 290, and that against the joint 
TraffiC Association, 171 U. 8., 505, the re- 
sult has been the suppression by decree 
of the court of the offending agreement 
Or assuociation. 

“You may possibly have reference to 
a letter of mine to a private citizen, pub- 
lished severa] months ago in the news- 
papers, wherein I called attention to the 
fact that the only jurisdiction that con- 
gress over combination or contracts 
in restraint of trade, was in relations to 
these which directly affected interstate 
commerce. “*hat this is true, and that 
this is the ful! extent of the Sherman 
trust act, you will ascertain by reading 
the decision of the United States 
preme court in the case of Hopkins vs 
the United States, 171 U. S., 578, and the 
case of the United States vs. 8. C. Knight 
Company, 156 U. S., 1 

You are doubtless aware that it is not 
the right or function of the federal gov- 
ernment to interfere with business trans- 
actiong carried on with the several states, 
except upon some ground expressly au- 
thorized by the constitution, Congress 
can regulate directly that which we un- 
derstand by Interstate commerce, but it 
has no power to regulate or control bus!l- 
ness of commerce carried on wholly with- 
in the limits of a state.
